Maine by the PaBsamsquoddy Indians, a 
tribel~vingon I.ewey'8Island, that certain 
rights have been taken fruin them, and 
they auk a restoration. The courts have 
decided against them, and they have ap- 
pealed! to the Governor and Council of thia 
ctace, as Maine was a part of Massachu- 
setts when tbe Indian tieaty was declared. 
The tnbe desires to have the cases taken 
before the United States Supreme Court 
and there tried. 


The rights which they claim have been 


abridged are the privileges to hunt and 
tsh a» all seasons of tha year. 
Their 


only means of subsistence i3 in huntingand 
Ashing and if This is denied them, they 
cannoilive. They claim that the Fenob- 
scot ladlans at Old Town are treated more 
fairly than they, and that they are at a 
loss to understand the distinction. 
' Tbe ippeal to Governor Russell Is signed 
iiy all the male members of the tribe. 
It 


setB forth that the tribe has been residents 
of the reservation ever since it had been 
set apart for tbem, and It had always ob- 
served the obligations of the colonial 
treaties- The agreement of tbe original 
t'eatv gave the tribe permission to hunt 
and flati at all seasons ot the year, but in 
1B69 Me State passed a raw forbidding 
tVa« £rtions, except at specified seasons. 
This deprives the tribe of Its means of 
living for several months in the year. 
The decision of the court of Maine, ren- 
dered ky Judge Emery, was On the ground 
that tie Pa<s>unaquoddy Indians were 
not to-day a tribe having claims by treaty. 
Ihis assertion Is refuted fcv the tribe, 
whose representatives gay the tribal re- 
lations do coutlnue.

Council will give a hearing oa Wedsies- 
daj,December 14, to a delegation of the 
Indians.
